ATTEMPT TO STEAL THE OHIO CANALS 


Is Being Worked for All It is Worth by a Powerful Lobby 


is Columbus. A'Most Flagrant Attempt to Dispose 


of the States Property for Private Gain. 


Columbus, March 18—Interest in the 


proposition to abandon the canals and 
reservoirs of Ohio has beea greatly in- 
tensified dudia^ the past week, chief- 
ly on account, ofy'tlie Jocid art-i convinc- 
ing arguments against It presented be- 
fore the house and senate in joint ses- 
sion during an all-day sessioa Tues- 
day and an evening session. "Wednes- 
day. A powerful lobby has been here 
for some days, buttonholing members 
and matting itself generally obnoxious 
in promoting the scheme to abandon 
the canals. It is expected to remain 
until the question is settled on© way 
or the other, but the course of events 
this week do not 
indicate that 
it 


will b« settled to the lobby's liking. 


A brief review of the facts in the 


history and present status of the state 
canal and reservoir system will show 
what manner of argument the canal 
lobby has to contend with. 


The best informed opponents of the 


proposition to abandon estimate the 
value of the 
property 
involved at 


?15,000,000, In rouacJ numbers. 


The official report, shows the cost 


of construction of the canals, Includ- 
ing reservoir anti feeders was $1.4.340,- 
572.09, to say nothing of the fact that. 
nx>nk than a million acres of iarsci -was 
grantod to the stale by the general 
government to aid in the construction 
of navigable water v,-ays. 


The canal 
abandonment 
scheme 


proposes to render worthless, not only 
the lines of the canals through the 
farming regions of tho state, but in- 
cludes the abandonment of the reser- 
voirs as public domain. The propo- 
sition to tlirow thousands of acres of 
land, encumbered with leases, on the 
market at one time, is another fea- 
ture to be. seriously considered 
as 


menacing the stability of all values in 
real property. 


There are 30.000 acres of reservoir 


area, and 5S2 miles . of 
navagable 


canals la Ohio. 


The Mercer county reseo-voir, with 


a water shed of S3 square miles, is the 
largest artificial lake in the world. 
The reservoir includes • over 
13,000 


acres of land which the oil companies, 
controlled by the Standard Oil.Com- 
pany, want to see drained for their 
Benefit The great^monopoly. has 
pipe lines from the reservoir to Chi- 
cago and Cleveland. It was only last 
year that a compromise "was made by 
which the Manhattan company (a 
branch of the larger concern) paid 
into the. state'treasury $9,487.83 in 
settlement of a large claim of the 
state for oil taken from state land 
without -warrant of law. 


The Lacking reservoir, 
with 
its 


4200 acres of area, is a valuable lake 
for manufacturing and other purjx>ses. 
It has been a popular fishing: resort 
for all classes. The tractfoa com- 
panies want it. 


The great canal lobby began opera- 


tion? before the late election of state 
officers. The oil companies wanted a 
siJco of state pie. The railroads at 
Cincinnati would like to have the 
valuable terminal lands. T«5«5o capi- 
talists aiwo have i!est:,sr.v!- 'ja a few 
pieces. 


In 1ST- die state 
granted 
canal 


property to the city of Cleveland on 
the representation that the land was 
necessary for highway purposes and 
for laying Kas pipes and for sjewerage 
purposes. The land was not 
to be 


sold or exchanged 
for speculation. 


The property was soon covered -with 
the tracks, buildings and switches rf 
tne tracks, buildings and switches of 
the Valley Railway Company,, and 
wholly diverted from city uses. The 
strip of ground was about two 
or 


three quarters of a mile in length, 
and in 1895 was variously estimated 


to be worth from $3,500.000 to $7,000,- 
000. A part of the ground was leased 
oy the city of Cleveland to the Valley 
Railway ia 1879 at a rental of 1265,000, 
but this did not represent the true 
value, as the offer was made as an in- 
ducement to secure the location of the 
railway through the city. 


The proposal to lease all the canal 


property is not a new one. In 1861 
the canals were leased at the rate of 
520,075 per annum and the lessees 
abandoned the contract in 1S77, sater 
which a receiver was appointed for 
the property. The lessees made large 
fortunes out &f the canals, but, when 
their contract called for expenditures, 
let go. The state has adopted the 
same policy—hence the present con- 
ditions. 


In 1.S94 ihe state abandoned. 56 miles 


of the Hocking canal for which was 
paid ?50,000 by one corporation, al- 
though representatives of other corpo- 
rations stood ready and willing to put 
up a check for double the amount 
when the contract was signed. 


The state administration is unques- 


tionably behind 
the 
movement to 


abandon th<? canal, although it "has 
not thus far dared to espouse It open- 
ly as part, of it-5.precGnca!vc!l progrsn1- 
for the present session. It is now be- 
lieved that the opposition that has de- 
veloped to the 
scheme 
will 
check 


even the secret zeal of the administra- 
tion and prevent its 
consummation. 


A compromise measure is talked of, 
looking to the appointment of a com- 
mission by the government to investi- 
gate the whole subject and report to 
the next legislature, and it is now 
probable that it will be adopted. In 
the meantime, however, opponents of 
abandonment in all parts of the state 
should not relax their efforts to in- 
fluence their representatives against 
the. plan.

are joining the insurgents attracted 
by the prospects of loot. The itisur- 
gents included in their isaaiiesto the 
overthrow of Manchus and the estab- 
lishment of a Chinese dynasty.

•state militia about ?50,000.

182 United Brotherhood of Carpenters 
and Joiners of America, to take effect 
May 1,1902: 


Rule 1. A day's work shall be nine 


(9) hours, and not over ten (10) hours. 
All over-time to bn time and a half. 


Rule 2. No foreman shall work for 


less than two dollars and seventy-fire 
cants (12.75) per day. 


Rule a. T wen ty-flre (25) cents pet- 


hour shall be the minimum price of a 
daj's work. 


Rule 4. Any member going to work 


oa a "struck" job, knowing such to be 
the cass, shall be fined one dollar ($1) 
for ofii-h day 30 worked, and this line 
cannot be remitted, unless by a unan- 
imous vote of all members present. 


Rule 5. A member who works In a 


factory shall not go out and put up 
work or work at carpenter work, unless 
a carpenter cannot be obtained to put 
up the work. All journeymen carpen- 
ters and joiners, alao stair builders, 
mill wrights, plauingsaill bench hands, 
cabinet makers or men running wood- 
working machinery are eligible to 
membership in this union, as set forth 
in our constitution, and are included 
in the above rules.
